1. In view of the fact that GASSORAHr 2 has been under constant 
attack from his enemies for being a Qemian collaborator, he should 
like to get himself cleared of the accusations* The foUoiring are 
the ways he has suggested* 



a. Contact and debriefing of ObersehahrfBhrer (fhu) WORM 
who was one of the Gestapo officials in Lembtrg (Lvov) 
daring World War II* At this time he had been 35 to 1*0 
years old and was quoted as saying that he would give "hie 
aright oxa" if be would have lEBED deliveaad to him. There 
Ate no other data on WUBU* 



b. Contact aaad debriefing of (fhu^^^U>ER, another Gestapo 
official of Lacdrmxg duxlaag the war* There was a anamor that 
mOzLER may possibly have been killed in Slovakia sometime 
tows^s the end of the war* Theare are no identifying data 
on IIGILER outside of the fact that he had laa*ge pouches 
under his eyes* 

c* Contact aiad deba:leflng of Major (fnu)^^^NK who was 
the Chief of SD for the distarlet of Galicia* Doaring his 
last trip to Europe, CASSCWARX 2 met Major SCHENK in 
l&iiaich, wheare the latter told him that the SD areeoards for 
the dlstailct of Galicia weire captured by the Amezlcans* 
These Aaxhives had been in tariplicate but the other two 
copies had been destroyed during the war* CASSOWARI 2 
claims that the oaptuared A re h lv es aare now in the TMlted 
States and that the youaagerHlASiLIN is attempting to get 
^em throng Columbia Unlvebslty* It would be qui'te 
advisable for CIA to obtain these reeoirds since they 
would reflect the actual state of affairs regarding the 
cellaboratoa:w, the UFA, lEBID, thd^ANDERCTVTSI, etc* 

2^ CASSeWART 2 is somewhat woraried about the Foreign Agent's 
Registration Act| although he is perfectly willing to register, 
he is afraid that there are eeartain questions which he will be 
at a loss to aaaswer* For an example* The people with whom he 
cooperates; where his moiaey ccmies from; what contacts he has 
with people in the USSR, etc* For this reason the undersigxaed 
will attempt to get the different types of foams from C. -17 
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CL L3 (irtio is CIA contact with the Justice Department and the 
FAHS^ in order to detemine the best method of filling them out. 

3, LEBED has a DP Identification Card made ou t Jju ^he name in 
which he came to the United States^ i.e.^ Roman'iuRAlIf Since 
this is the card idiich Identifies eyerF DP he is aftaid that one 
dagr he nasr get into trouble since he has legallF changed his name 
with the Dnmigration Department but his ID Card reflects the alias. 
Ihe undersigned will woxic through I & S and will attempt to get a 
new ID card officially. 

U. In view of the fact ^at the undersigned took a rather negatire 
attitude towards the organization of the Cadre School, pointing out 
that money for it had not been approred as yet, CASSOIfAKI 2 showed 
SMie concern, saying that he felt that if this project fell through, 
CASSOnAEI 3 would probably become alienated. 

5. CASSOnAEI U has been making contact with former UFA men and 
maintains that these would be more than glad to pairticipate in any 
"ranger training" and with that under their belt they night be 
willing to volunteer missions into the "hcaneland". 

6. The GASSCWARIES wondered how^^DINAMO" (Dave^MJkl^) was coming 
along with recruitment of new men for current operations* 

7* Because the magazine New Leader has made some serious accusations 
against CASSORART 2 he intends to take this matter to Court. The 
undersigned will attempt to talk him out of this situation since, if 
he did go to Court, much operational information would become ccmmon 
property. 

8* The new "Soviet Information Chroup" is at worlc and we may expect 
to see the first fruits of its labors coming in perhaps the latter 
part of December. 
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
